GOP Sets Sights on 2012 Election 


Republican Congress 
looks to build record 
over the next 2 years 


Washington 

The Republican agenda for the new 
Congress that convenes Wednesday 
may have a greater impact on the 2012 
elections than on the lives of Ameri- 
cans in the next two years. 

Republicans promise to cut spend- 
ing, roll back President Obama’s 
health care overhaul and prevent 
unelected bureaucrats from expand- 
ing the government’s role in society 
through regulations that tell people 
what they must or may not do. Getting 
this agenda through the House may 
be easier than in the Senate, given 
the OOP’s 241-194 majority in the 
House. Getting the Senate to act will 
be a challenge. Democrats still hold 
an edge there, though smaller than 
the one Obama had during his first 
two years in the White House. 

Even if the next two years end in 
gridlock. Republicans will have built 
a record for the next election that they 
hope will demonstrate to voters that 
they can get it right. 

House Republicans also pledge to 
hold tough investigations and hear- 
ings on the president’s programs and 
policies, ending the free pass that 
Democratic committee chairmen 
gave the Obama administration the

spending. “The sooner the administration figures 
out that the enemy is the bureaucracy and the 
wasteful spending, not the other party, the better 
off we’ll be,’’ he told “Fox News Sunday." (ap) 


Demanding Answers 

Republicans insist they'll bring key 

administration officials before congres- 
sional microphones and that the public 
can watch the webcasts. The friendly 
tone of inquiry from Democratic chair- 
men will be replaced by Republicans 
demanding answers to these questions: 
“What’s the purpose of this program?" 
“Is this the best use of the taxpayers’ 
money?" In the Senate, there’s a chance 
the Democrats will replace Republicans 
as the party of “no," assuming the House 
GDP passes much of its agenda, (ap)

Rep. Harold Rogers of Kentucky, 
incoming leader of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, says he wants 
top officials to appear and justify 
their spending. 

The next chairman of the House 
Energy and Commerce Committee, 
Republican Fred Upton of Michigan, 
says he’ll work to stop overzealous 
government regulators. A big target 
for him is the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, which is writing rules 
to limit greenhouse gases blamed for 
global warming after Obama’s effort 
to get Congress to do it stalled in the 
Senate last year. 

“We are not going to let this 
administration regulate what they’ve 
been unable to legislate,” he told Fox.

New Cancer Test Touted 



‘Liquid biops/ spots 
single bad cell among 
a billion healthy ones 

Boston 

A blood test so sensitive that it 
can spot a single cancer cell lurk- 
ing among a billion healthy ones 
is moving one step closer to being 
available at your doctor’s office. 

Boston scientists who invented 
the test and health care giant John- 
son & Johnson will announce Mon- 
day that they are joining forces to 
bring it to market. Four big cancer 
centers also will start studies using 
the experimental test this year. 

Stray cancer cells in the blood 
mean that a tumor has spread or 
is likely to, many doctors believe. 
A test that can capture such cells 
has the potential to transform care 
for many types of cancer, especially 
breast, prostate, colon and lung. 

Initially, doctors want to use 
the test to try to predict what 
treatments would be best for each 
patient’s tumor and find out quick- 
ly whether they are working. 

“This is like a liquid biopsy” 
that avoids painful tissue sampling 
and may give a better way to moni- 


More Options 

Many people have their cancers 
diagnosed through needle biopsies. 
These often do not provide enough of 
a sample to determine what genes or 
pathways control a tumor’s growth. 
Doctors typically give a drug or ra- 
diation treatment and then do a CT 
scan two months later to look for 
tumorshrinkage. Some patients live 
long enough to try only one or two 
treatments, so a test that can gauge 
success sooner, by looking at cancer 
cells in the blood, could give patients 
more options. (AP)

“There’s a lot of potential here, 
and that’s why there’s a lot of excite- 
ment,” said Dr. Mark Kris, lung can- 
cer chief at Memorial Sloan-Ketter- 
ing Cancer Center in New York.

Navy to Probe Lewd Videos Shown to Carrier Crew 


Norfolk, Va. 

A top officer aboard a nuclear-pow- 
ered aircraft carrier broadcast to 
his crew a series of profanity-laced 
comedy sketches in which he uses 
gay slurs, mimics masturbation 
and opens the shower curtain on 
women pretending to bathe togeth- 
er, a newspaper reported. 

The Virginian-Pilot reported in 


its Sunday editions that Capt. Owen 
Honors appeared in the videos in 
2006 and 2007 while he was the 
USS Enterprise’s second-ranking 
officer, and showed them across 
the ship on closed-circuit televi- 
sion. He took over as the ship’s 
commander in May. 

The Navy said it plans to inves- 
tigate the videos, which it called 
“clearly inappropriate.” 


Navy Cmdr. Chris Sims said in 
a statement sent to The Associat- 
ed Press that the videos “were not 
acceptable then and are not accept- 
able in today’s Navy.” 

A phone listing for Honors was 
not immediately available. He is 
a 1983 alumnus of the U.S. Naval 
Academy.

Gilani expressed confidence 
that the ruling Pakistan People’s 
Party could avert a crisis. 

“The government will remain 
intact; it will not fall” he said. 

The PPP took power in Febru-

Gray: All Together Now 


New mayor says 
it will take a group 
effort to keep D.C. 
moving forward 

Washington 

Vincent Gray, who won election 
on a pledge to unite the city and to 
usher in a more collaborative Dis- 
trict of Columbia government, was 
sworn in as mayor Sunday in a cer- 
emony at the Walter E. Washing- 
ton Convention Center that drew 
more than 70 dignitaries and hun- 
dreds of other guests. 

In an inaugural speech that 
quoted four presidents. Gray, a 
68-year-old widowed grandfather, 
tried to motivate the city’s residents 
to work with him over the next 
four years to reform public educa- 
tion, lower the unemployment and 
crime rates, bring transparency to 
city finances and achieve statehood 
for the nation’s capital. He put a 
twist on his campaign theme of 
“One City” and repeatedly called 
the District “Our City.” 

He appeared to address recent 
criticism by some residents and 
stakeholders who have felt left out 
of his transition, just as they felt 
left out during the tenure of one- 
term Mayor Adrian Fenty. 

He modified the motto of the 
Fenty administration, changing 
“Moving Forward Faster” to “Mov- 
ing Forward Together.” 

The new administration, the 
new D.C. Council and other elect- 
ed officials “stand ready to tack- 
le the challenges before us, both 
those that are known and those 
that have yet to reveal themselves,” 
Gray said. “But we also know that 
we cannot do this alone. No mayor 
and no council can. ... They have to 
be tackled in every part of the city 
,quadrant by quadrant, neighbor- 
hood by neighborhood, street by 
street and home by home. The peo-

Vincent Gray inherits a system 
with almost 30 fewer schools, 
one-third fewer central-office 
bureaucrats and a stunning ar- 
ray of refurbished facilities, 
as well as a dramatically over- 
hauled teaching staff.

On Track in ’ll 


If Metro sent out one of those holiday newsletters, 
2010's would have been a total bummer. Between 
the biggest fare hike in history, system-wide 
escalator issues and the launch of bag checks, 
the best news is probably that the federal 
government preserved the transit subsidy, so 
at least many of you aren’t paying for your rides. 


But Fm an optimist, and I think 
2011 could be a banner — or at 
least, better — year for public tran- 
sit in D.C. Here are a few things Fm 
looking forward to. 

Google Transit. Anyone who’s 
used the Google Maps transit fea- 
ture to get between two points in 


D.C. knows the site offers illog- 
ical routes involving absolutely 
no Metrorail or Metrobus. That’s 
going to change in mid-January, 
according to the blog Greater Great- 
er Washington, which has been 
pushing WMATA to share its data 
with Google. 


Apps.The technological advance- 
ments won’t stop there, thanks to 
WMATA’s release of rail and bus 
info to outside developers, who are 
busily creating apps that’ll make 
it easier to get around. You know 
about Express’ DC Rider — look 
for a Droid version and an iPhone 
update in early 2011. We also like 
iPhone app Tunnels DC. 

Display Screens. 
No smartphone? Not 
a problem if you’re 
near one of the Dis- 
trict Department 
of Transportation’s 
“multi-modal dig- 
ital transportation 
displays.” The first 
of these screens 
appeared at 14th and U streets 
NW in late December, and it’s awe- 
some: Passersby can see schedules 
for Metro buses, arrival predic- 
tions for the Circulator and Metro 
(at the U Street station), and find 
out how many Capital Bikeshare 
bikes and Zipcar vehicles are avail- 
able nearby. 

Virtual Tunnel. The only reason 
Farragut North and Farragut West 
are separate is that Metro couldn’t 
get permission to tunnel between 
them back in the 1970s. Annoyed 
commuters may finally be get- 
ting a break later this year. Metro 
expects to start testing a “virtual 
tunnel” between the stations — 
basically, a no-penalty transfer, 
so you can exit at one and enter at 
the other (within a few minutes), 
but your SmarTrip will treat it as 
a single ride. 

Now, if Metro could make sure 
that single ride is safe and swift, 
Fll look forward to reading that 
newsletter next year.

Bethesda, Md. 

Police have identified a hospital 
employee who was slain while on 
the job. 

Montgomery County police say 
40-year-old Roosevelt Brockington 
Jr., of Lusby, Md., was the victim 
of Saturday’s violence at Subur- 
ban Hospital in Bethesda. Brock- 
ington had worked at Suburban 
since 2006. 

Police have released few 
details about the slaying, which 
led to the hospital’s being locked 
down for four hours while officers 
searched for suspects. Police got 
word of the attack on Brocking- 
ton around 10:30 a.m. Saturday. 
He was found suffering from trau- 


ma to the upper body and died at 
the scene. His body was taken to 
the medical examiner’s office for 
an autopsy. 

Investigators haven’t deter- 


mined a motive in the slaying and 
haven’t identified any suspects. 

The search for the attacker kept 
some visitors locked inside the hos- 
pital for hours. 


One of those visitors, Diane 
Hack Gould, said the mood inside 
was calm, even as police searched 
every room. 

Hack Gould said she arrived 
at Suburban at about 10:45 a.m. 
Saturday — as police were lock- 
ing down the hospital — to visit 
her mother. 

Hack Gould said she went to 
an elevator to get to her moth- 
er’s floor, and that when the door 
opened, three police officers and a 
police dog were inside. “The offi- 
cers suggested I take another ele- 
vator,” she said. 

While the search went on, doc- 
tors and nurses made their rounds, 
and meals were served to patients. 
Hack Gould said. 

“They [hospital staff] didn’t 
exhibit any fear at all,” she said. 
“Everybody was calm; every- 
thing was going on as normal.”

Expedia Stops 
Selling Airfare 
For American 

New York 

Expedia Inc. has stopped sell- 
ing tickets on American Airlines 
flights, the latest twist in a sim- 
mering pricing dispute between 
American and travel websites. 

“Expedia has chosen to no lon- 
ger offer American Airlines fares 
on its website,” American said in 
a statement on its website. “Cus- 
tomers looking to compare flights 
or fares online should visit other 
travel sites such as Kayak.com or 
Priceline.com.” 

The airline said that it would 
like to sell more tickets through its 
website, as paying to have flights 
listed on other sites can be costly. 

Expedia’s removal of American 
flights marks an escalation in a 
months-long dispute between the 
airline and various travel sites. Last 
month, American Airlines pulled 
its flights from travel website Orb- 
itz, saying consumers could just as 
easily buy tickets from American’s 
website and “we won’t have to pay 
as much for it.” (ap) 


Discounts for coffee, 
clothes and travel 
await aging boomers 

New York 

A lower ticket price at the movies 
isn’t the only financial perk of get- 
ting older. 

With baby boomers not showing 
any signs of slowing down, those 
turning 62 will be glad to know 
the milestone comes with signifi- 
cant discounts. To induct the latest 
wave of boomers into the seniors 
club in 2011, here are some bene- 
fits worth noting. 

Shopping 

Many national retailers quiet- 
ly offer little-known discounts of 
about 10 to 15 percent to older cus- 
tomers. For example. Kohl’s reduces 
prices for customers 62 and older 
on certain days of the week. Other 
retailers that offer senior discounts 
include Banana Republic, KB Toys 
and Ross Dress for Less. 

“It’s not as unusual as you think, 
but you have to ask,” said Marshal 


Cohen, an analyst with market 
researcher NPD Group. You don’t 
always have to be 62 to qualify 
either; retailers may offer discounts 
for customers as young as 50. 

Travel 

Airlines, hotels and other travel com- 
panies don’t always make their senior 
discounts easy to find either, so it’s 


worth calling customer service to 
check what deals are available. 

At Budget car rentals for example, 
customers have to search for the term 
“senior discount” on the company’s 
website. Customers then click a link 
for “special senior savings,” which 
automatically fills the coupon code 
“U088802” on the reservation page 
for a savings of about 10 percent. 


Customers provide proof of their age 
when they pick up their cars. 

At Southwest Airlines, travel- 
ers searching for flights on the low- 
cost carrier’s website are shown the 
“senior fare” alongside other avail- 
able fares. The senior fares are usu- 
ally about 20 percent less than the 
regular fares, but can be as much 
as 75 percent less. Fliers have to be 
65 or older to qualify. 

Amtrak also gives seniors a 
15 percent discount on the lowest 
available rail fare on most routes. As 
for hotels, guests at Marriott can get 
15 percent off the regular rate. 

Community Services 

Local governments also extend 
numerous free or low-cost servic- 
es to seniors. 

The hub for tapping into these 
services is typically a local senior 
center. At the 255 centers in New 
York City, for example, seniors can 
sign up for numerous recreation- 
al classes, including yoga, tai chi 
and pottery. The centers usually 
offer lunches for voluntary con- 
tributions of a few dollars or less,

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The New York Giants got the win. 
They didn’t get the help. Now 
they’re a 10 -win team not in the 
playoffs, an outcome that seemed 
improbable just two weeks ago. 

The Giants forced four turnovers 
Sunday in a 17-14 victory over the 
Washington Redskins, a result that 
was rendered moot for postseason 
purposes when Green Bay beat Chi- 
cago 10-3 to claim the remaining 
wild card berth in the NFC. 

New York finished 10-6, mak- 
ing the Giants and Tampa Bay the 
first NFC teams since 1991 to miss 
the playoffs despite double-dig- 
it victories. The Giants have only 
themselves to blame: They blew a 
31-10 fourth-quarter lead in a loss 
to NFC East leader Philadelphia on 
Dec. 19, then got blown out 45-17 
by the Packers last week, costing 
them the tiebreakers against two 
teams also in the hunt. 

Last year, the Giants started 5-0 
and lost eight of 11 down the stretch. 
The back-to-back late-season fades 
have raised questions about coach 
Tom Coughlin’s job security just 
three years after he led the team 
to the Super Bowl title. 

But his players showed up 
against the Redskins (6-10). Eli Man- 
ning completed 17 of 29 passes for 
243 yards with one touchdown and 
one interception, and Mario Man- 
ningham had 101 yards receiving on

Favre Says Career Is Over (Really) 


Pro Football 

Brett Favre says it’s time for him 
to call it a career. 

Favre, 41, said he was finished 
after sitting out Minnesota’s loss 
to Detroit with a concussion. He 
missed three of his final four games 
because of injury after starting an 
NFL-record 297-straight games. 

“This year did not work out 
the way we would have hoped, but 
that’s football,” Favre said after 
watching the Vikings lose, 20-13. 

Favre said he has no regrets 


about his 20th season, even though 
he finished with the lowest quar- 
terback rating of his career (69.9); 
threw 19 interceptions; and was 
fined $50,000 for failing to cooper- 
ate with an NFL investigation into 
allegations of tawdry interactions 
with a game-day hostess.

Long-awaited indie 
drama ‘Blue Valentine' 
charts six years of 
Love’s highs and Lows

The aptly named “Blue Valentine,” 
12 years in the making and just a 
few months of actual shooting, 
went into a limited U.S. release the 
last day of 2010. (It hits theaters 
Friday in the D.C. area.) 

The Weinstein Company drama 
should find a place amid the post- 
holiday year-end blues as one of 
those love stories that doesn’t quite 
make it to the finish line. It should 
also find its place on a number of 
Ten Best lists, given the anguished, 
award-worthy work Ryan Gosling 
and Michelle Williams turn in as 
a pair of young marrieds careen- 
ing toward Splitsville.

Valentine’s” IMDB page wheth- 
er this was a remake of Stanley 
Donen’s “Two for the Road,” which 
juggled five stages of uneasy wed- 
lock?

Jim Broadbent is a renowned Brit- 
ish actor who has won an Academy 
Award and numerous accolades for 
his stage and TV work.
